Keeping up with Ophelia Frazier 
is no easy task. She is as busy as a 
bee all day long. (I get tired think- 
ing about everything she does), she 
is truly happy she says, and by her 
attitude you know she ts. 

During the interview Mrs. Frazi- 
er said, "I was born in Crenshaw 
County, Brantley, Alabama, (4 
miles from town). My parents were 
Oscar and Fannie Lou Castleberry 
Wilkerson. My parents raised elev- 
en children. 

Back then (years ago) the black 
children attended school Smonths 
(very seldom 7, and 9 months was 
out of the question), out of the 
school year. Reason? They had to 
work on the farm. I liked to pick 
cotton and do other field work. It 
was hard work too. | attended just 
one school out in the rural district 

“or just say, out in the country. This 
one-room school had one teacher, 
Mrs. Sylvia Mack, and you had to 
be 7 years of age before you could 
go to school. It would be awfully 
cold in the wintertime. The school 
room was heated by a fireplace. 
Sometimes the men would help the 
boys get wood for the fireplace. 

The school was named for Mr. 
Burl and George Jones and was 
called Jones School. After working 
so hard in the fields you really 
didn't feel like going to school. 

My father was trying to buy a 
farm of his own but he died before 
it was paid for and after his death - 
the farm was gone. Then the family 
had to help farm for other people. It 
was rough. 

The first church I remember go- 
ing to was Beulah Baptist Church, 
Rey. A. J. Jackson, pastor, (non- 
deceased), and then Zion Chapel 
(near Brantley, Alabama), Rev. R. 
§. Stoudermire, pastor, (deceased). 

After moving from Crenshaw 
County to Coffee County there 
were a number of plantations or 
farm owners we had to“work for, 
and I mean work. I raised my chil- 
dren on the farm: Louise and 
Elouise (twins) and Ruby (de- 
ceased). 

I didn't have nothing to call my 
own until I moved from the farm. 
Now I have a house of my own, 
thank God! 

I was an employee of Mizell 
Memorial Hospital, Opp, Alabama. 
I retired in 1979. My duties were: 
tray worker, relief worker, and teg- 
ular cook. I enjoyed it. Presently, I 
do housework some. I am 73 years 
old and I can't see myself sitting at 
home doing nothing. When I am at 
home you will find me in my kitch- 
en cooking and baking cakes, cook- 
ies, pies and tea cakes. I make 
quilts, pillowcases, comforters and 
designer throw pillows. 

I drive some of my friends to the 
Nutritional Center here in Opp. | 
enjoy doing that. 

Oh yes, | attended adult school 


for two years at Head Start and 1 1/ 
2 years at the Middle School in 
Opp. I enjoyed it. My children can 
tell you that I've never been without 
a job. Reason? I do my best at 
whatever job I take. 

I have grandchildren and great 
grands that I am proud of. Thank 
God for all these blessings. Now 
my membership is with the Apos- 
tolic (Holiness) Or Oneness 
Church, Rev. George Martin, 
Ozark, Alabama, pastor”. 

It's no secret about Mrs. Frazi- 
er's cooking. My sister Vera and I 
sampled some cake and cookies, 
courtesy of Ophelia. 

She is a beautiful lady and 
Eloise and Louise aren't the only 
ones proud of her. I am too.

New Brockton City Council faces 
problems with the city prisoners 


In the absence of Mayor Jim 
Driskell, Mayor Pro Tem Bud 
Goodson called the New Brockton 
City Council meeting to order 
Monday evening at 7 p.m. 

The agenda for the meeting was 
light. 

A letter, dated January 24, from+ 
Coffee County Engineer Mark Pool 
concerning Byrd Mill road was 
read to the council. 

It stated that the county crews 
had graded the road and it was in as 
good a condition as possible under 
the present circumstances. 

Pool , in his letter, related to the 
fact that the road could not properly 
be mainta’ned until the city low- 
ered or relocated the water linc 
which is located along the road. 

He also informed the council 
that the county would “rock” the 
road if the city would furnish the 
crushed stonc. 

Councilman Charles Cole asked 
if the bids on lowering or relocating 
the water linc had been received by 
the water board. 

Councilman Britt Lee said that 
the deadline for receiving the bids 
was up and the board should be re- 
viewing them next Tuesday night, 
February 13 and hopefully award 
the contract. 

When the councilmen were 
asked if any of them had any com- 
ments, Councilman Cole brought to 
the attention of the council a matter 
involving the cily court, 

He stated that the City Judge, 
Debbie Jared, stated in court last 
Thursday evening that the cit) 
needed to address the problem ol 


housing prisoners sentenced in 
court. 

Cole related to the council that 
the court was having problems 
finding a jail to put the law break- 
ers in after they were found guilty 
and sentenced. 

According to Cole, it was rec- 
ommended that they change to the 
district court system in licu of the 
city system and then it would be- 
come a county problem. 

Counciiman Lee brought it to 
the council's attention that they had 
voted to do this before, but later 
aborted the chang/: after a mecting 
with District Judge Tom Head. 

They were told at that time that 
a large backlog of cases existed and 
that it would be some tinie before 
they ...uld be worked into the sys- 
tem. 

Councilman Goodson told the 
council that even if they went to the 
district system, Sheriff Brice Paul 
had informed them = that with 
present facilities he could not house 
all the prisoners presently being 
sentenced to jail. 

Several possible soluuions were 
discussed by the council. Going to 
the district court system, fixing the 
city jail which has been condemned 
by the state fire marshal, and the 
possibility of a bill being passed in- 
creasing court fees to fund a new 
county jail was. all mentioned; how- 
ever, no concrete decision was 
made concerning the city's prisoner 
problem. 

Later in the meeting this matter 
once again surfaced and Council- 
man Lee asked the question, "Are

The above services are to aid the 
city in securing grants from govem- 
ment agencies to provide funding 
for cily improvements 

Compensation to Southern Re- 
search Center is realized through 
funds provided for in the grants 
once they are received by the city. 

The council agreed to allow Mr. 
Herron to initiate a study on hous- 
ing improvements that could possi- 
bly be made within the City of New 
Brockton. 

Councilmen expressed their ap- 
preciation for the work already per- 
formed by Mr. Herron.

Marijuana eradication program 
is at workin State of Alabama 


A total of 163,395 marijuana 
plants with an estimated street val- 
ue of $326.8 million were located 
and destroyed during 1989 Domes- 
tic Marijuana Eradication Program, 
according to Col. Thomas H. 
Wells, Public Safety Director. 

The marijuana was located in 64 
of the state's 67 counties from carly 
spring through December. One of 
the three counties where no plants 
were destroyed was Coffee 
County's neighbor to the east, Dale 
County. A total of 27 plants were 
found and destroyed in Coffee 
County. There were 81 persons ar- 
rested in connection with the pro- 
gram. 

"The success of the marijuana 
eradication effort during 1989 and 
the past years is due to the coopera- 
tion efforts of virtually all law en- 
forcement agencies in Alabama,” 
said Wells. Alabama has participat- 
ed in the program since 1982. 

Wells added that CONCERN 
CITIZENS provide much useful in- 
formation on the location of the 
plants, Alabamians may report ille- 
gal drug activity by contacting their 
local law enforcement or by calling 
the toll-free HELP line (Help 
Eliminate Law Breaking Push- 
ers), 1-800-392-8011. The HELP 
line is maintained by the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety and provides 
for the anonymous reporting of 


drug trafficking information. 

The marijuana eradicauon pro- 
gram is a combined effort of local, 
state and federal law enforcement 
agencies to seek out and destroy 
Alabama's domestic marijuana 
crop. In addition, the Alabama Na- 
tional Guard participated for the 
first time during 1989, providing 
manpower and equipment. 

Sponsored nationally by Drug 
Enforcement Administration and 
U.S. Forest Service, the program 1s 
managed by the Narcotics Unit of 
the Department of Public Safety 
and is part of the national drug con- 
trol strategy and Anti-Drug Abuse 
Act of 1988. 

Wells noted that cach year aerial 
enforcement plays an important 
role in the marijuana eradication el- 
fort. State Trooper pilots and other 
pilots locate much of the marijuana 
from the air and then alert officers 
who make up ground crews that de- 
stroy the marijuana plants. 

It is interesting to note that the 
number of plants recovered this 
year was less than last year, 
187,000 in 1988 - 163,395 in1989, 
but the street value more than dou- 
bled over last year's, $149.6 million 
in 1988 - $326.8 million in 1989.

Ziglar still in jail-no 
bail has been set 


Owen Ziglar, at press ime, was 
sull in jail charged with the murder 
of Edward Lamar Kelley and at this 
lime no bail has been set by the 
courts. 

In a hearing before District 
Judge Tom Head on Thursday, Feb- 
ruary 2, Mr. Ziglar was advised of 
the fact that he had been charged 
with murder committed with a fire- 
arm. 

Judge Head informed Ziglar that 
this crime was a Class A felony and 
carries a minimum sentence of 
twenty years in prison plus a possi- 
ble fine of up to $20,00 and a maxi- 
mum sentence of ninety-nine years 
to lifein prison if found guilty. 

Ziglar was told by Judge Head 
that his case would not be tried in 
district court, but that the evidence 
would be turned over to the grand 
jury for consideration. 

If the ‘grand jury returns a truc 
bill in the case, Ziglar would then 


be tried in circuit court. 

Judge Head advised Mr. Ziglar 
of all his rights under the law and 
told him that he was presumed in- 
nocent until proven guilty in a court 
of law. The judge related to Ziglar 
all of his options and advised him 
to talk to his lawyer before making 
any decisions. 

When asked by Judge Head if he 
had a lawyer, Ziglar replicd, "Not 
at this time.” Judge Head asked i 
he wanted the court to appoint him 
a lawyer and his answer was no. 

The judge told Mr. Ziglar that 
the earliest that he would be able to 
hold a hearing to set bail would be 
Wednesday, February 7. 

After being advised of all his 
rights and options, Judge Head 
asked Ziglar if he had any qucs- 
lions, Mr. Ziglar answered, “No 
sir.”

SYNOPSIS: This bill, applicable 
only to Coffee County, provides for the 
assessment and collection of additional 
court costs for the construction, financ- 
ing or operation of a new county jail. 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 

To access additional court costs in 
civil, criminal or quasi-criminal pro- 
ceedings in municipal, district and cir- 
cuit courts of Coffee County; to pro- 
vide that such costs shall, upon 
collection, be distributed to the county 
for deposit in a special fund designated 
as the “Jail Fund”; to provide that all 
monies deposited in the fund shall be 
expended by the county for the -con- 
struction, financing and operation of a 
new county jail; to provide for the ter- 
mination of such cost; and to provide 
for a referendum for approval by a ma- 
jority of the voters before the Act be- 
comes effective. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. In addition to any and all 
court costs now or hereafter authorized 
to be collected, there shall be assessed 
an additional court cost of Thirty-Five 
dollars ($35.00) in all civil cases filed 
in the Circuit Court of Coffee County 
and in District Court the sum of Thirty- 
Five Dollars ($35.00) additional in all 
cases above the amount of One Thov- 
sand Dollars ($1,000./00). Small claims 
or cases below One Thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) court costs shall remain the 
same with the exception that upon con- 
clusion of the case, the loser of the case 
stiall pay an additional Thirty-Five Dol- 
lars ($35.00) court costs and this is to 
be taxes as court costs, Court costs are 
to be collected as a priority item before 
any other monies are disbursed in these 
small claims cases. There shall also be 
an additional court costs of Thirty-Five 
Dollars ($35.00) in all criminal and 
quasi-criminal cases brought in the mu- 
nicipal, district or circuit courts of Cof- 
fee County. 

Section 2. All costs assessed pursu- 
ant to this Act shall be collected by the 
court clerk as other court costs are col 
lected and distributed to the county for 
deposit in a special fund designated as 
the Jail Fund. All monies paid into the 
Jail Fund shall be expended by the 
county exclusively for the payment of 
the cost of construction, financing, 
planning, equipping and operating a 
new county jail. ‘ 

Section 3. Municipalities within 
Coffee County shall have access to and 
shall have authority to use the new 
county jail for municipal prisoners dur- 
ing ‘the period of time the additional 


costs authorized by this Act are being 
collected. It is further understood that

If the majority of the votes cast in 
the referendum are “Yes”, the provi- 
sions of this Act shall become operative 
Sixty (60) days after the results of the 
election have been certified by the Pro 
bate Judge of Coffee County. If the ma 
jority of the votes cast in the election 
are “No”, this Act shall have no further 
effect. The Probate Judge of Coffee 
County shall certify the results of the 
referendum to the Secretary of State 
and to the Administrative Director of 
courts immediately after the retums 
have been certified.

Combined 
loss ratio for 1989 was 108.6 per- 
cent. The year saw 25 catastrophic 
losses as compared with only 2.ca- 
lastrophes in 1988. The compa 
believes that 1989 losses are an ab- 
erration caused by Hurricane Hugo, 
several floods, fires, and hailstorms 
across the country. Strict expense 
control measures resulted in an op- 
erations profit.

How To Recognize A Good Church 


It you are looking for a good 
church home, what do you look 
for? I think there are several marks 
that identify the kind of church that 
people should look for. 

A good church will récognize 
the importance of bringing lost 
souls to Christ. The Lord Jesus 
Himself announced that "the Son of 
Man has come to seck and to save 
that which was lost" (Luke 10:10). 
The very fact that the earthy minis- 
try of Christ culminated in His 
death and resurrection, which made 
possible our redemption, indicates 
the great necessity of leading men 
and women, boys and girls, to 
Christ for salvation. Yes, a good 
church will have an evangelistic 
mission. A sure sign of a good 
church is a burden of lost souls. 

Closely related to evangelism is 
missions, and a good church will 
have a strong missionary outreach. 
It will have a global concer. Jesus 
told His followers to "go into all 
the world and preach the gospel to 


all be empty! 

A church is not a mutual admira- 

tion society for sanctified saints, 
rather, it is a place 
where spiritual babies can grow, 
where the weak can become strong, 
and where we mature as believers 
through worship, instruction, fel- 
lowship and Christian service. The 
leadership of a church must possess 
certain spiritual qualities. 
Finally, a good church will have a 
biblical message. It will be a place 
where the Bible is believed and 
faithfully preached. Please take 
time to read Paul's instructions to 
Timothy in (II Timothy 4:1-5). 

Paul said, "Preach the Word!" 
And that's one of the first things 
you should listen for when looking 
for a church home. Is this a place 
where the Word of God is preached 
and practiced?

COUNTY WON'T ACCEPT ANYMORE ROADS 


Coffee County Commission revises referendum 


Meeting in regular session Mon- 
day, February 12, the Coffee 
County Commission conducted a 
rather routine meeting as compared 
to meeting in the past. 

All commissioners were present 
with the exception of Mr. Sid Ave- 
rett. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton advised the commission that 
the proposed bill raising court costs 
had been revised by the local legis- 
lators, Representative Jimmy Hol- 
ley and Senator Crum Foshee. 

The small claims court cost has 
been exempted from the additional 
$35 charge in the revised bill. This 
will result in approximately 
$48,000 per year less estimated rev- 
enue to be generated by the passage 
of this bill by the people. 

A copy of the revised bill can be 
found in the legal section of this 
newspaper. 

Chairman Eagerton stated to the 
commissioners that, as he under- 
stopd it, both bills would be intro- 
duced to the legislature, but the 
first bill will be vetoed by the Gov- 
ernor upon passage and only the re- 
vised bill will be presented to the 
people of Coffee County for con- 
sideration in June. 

Mr. Charles Hines appeared be- 
fore the commission requesting that 
the county highway department as- 
sume the maintenance of the road 
running past his residence. 

The road referred to is known as 
the Old Clintonville "Switch Road" 
north of New Brockton in the Clin- 
tonville Community. 

County Engineer Mark Pool told 
the commission that to his knowl- 
edge, the county had never main- 
tained the road; however, Mr. 
Hines stated that the county had 
graded the road in the past. 

Pool told the commissioners, 
"We can't accept every dirt road in 
the county for maintenance by the 
highway department - we don't 
have the funds. Somebody has got 
to draw the line!” 

Hines said, "I don't want the 
road graded everytime it rains, just 
pull the ditches." 

Pool responded by saying, "The 
county cannot except partial main- 
tenance of a road. Either we do or 
we do not accept full responsibility 
for road maintenance." 

Commissioner Jim Dubose said, 
"What's important is not what has 
been done ‘in the past, but what is 
right and should be done today. If 
the road in question is a county 
road - then we shouki maintain it, if 
it is not - then we should not. I'm 
not in favor of the county accepting 
any more roads for maintenance at 
this time." 

Eagerton told the commission 
that he had told two other county 
residents that the county was not 
accepting any more roads for 
county maintenance; therefore, he 
could not recommend the accepting 
of this road. 

»  Afteréfurther discussion, it was 


still not clear as to whether or not 
the road had ever been worked by 


the county, but no action was taken 
by the commission to accept the 
road for maintenance. 

A suggestion by Commissioner 
Bill Faulk to the commission was 
that the highway department work 
with Mr. Hines in solving the road 
problem in front of his home. They 
all agreed to do that and instructed 
County Engineer Pool accordingly. 

Mark Pool introduced State Sen- 
ator Charles Bishop to the commis- 
sioners, 

Senator Bishop is a candidate 
for Governor of the Sate of Ala- 
bama. 

While addressing the commis- 
sion, Senator Bishop stated that he 
felt taxes would sooner or later be- 
come a topic of discussion during 
the campaign for governor. 

Tax reform or equalization is 
certainly going to be faced by the 
future governor and legislature. If 
proper funding for roads, bridges, 
jails, etc., is to be obtained, taxes 
will have to be increased. 

Senator Bishop expressed his 
desire that the power to govern be 
retumed to the local level. He stat- 
ed that he was in favor of "limited" 
home rule. 

People who are realizing the 
most out of Alabama's resources, 
the Senator felt, should certainly 
pay taxes in proportion to that 
which is realized. 

Bottom line, every individual or 
group of individuals should pay 
their fair share of the taxes. 

The Senator thanked the com- 
mission for their attention and dis- 
missed himself. 

Chairman Eagerton brought to 
the commission's attention that a 
new consent decree needs to be pre- 
sented to the federal court before a 
court date is set in the law suit in- 
volving the county jail. 

The commission expressed con- 
cern about the deadlines set forth in 
the decree and the ability to meet 
them. Also, the concem of commit- 


ting to the decree without knowing 
how the new jail will be funded. 

Chairman Eagerton reminded 
the commissioners that they were 
committed to building the jail 
whether it is to be funded from the 
county's general fund, from the 
half-cent sales tax, which is on ap- 
peal, or from the proposed increase 
of court cost which will be voted 
on by the people. 

After auch discussion, the com- 
missioners instructed Eagerton to 
get as much time as possible from 
the court and to return the consent 
decree to the commission for ap- 
proval before its formal presenta- 
tion to the court. 

The commissioners were very 
complimentary of the First Annual 
Home, Farm & Garden Show held 
at the Coffee County Farm Center 
in New Brockton Saturday and 
Sunday afternoon. 

Eagerton said that the county ex- 
tension service and the sponsors of 
the event did an outstanding job in 
organizing the show and carrying it 
out. 

The exhibitors were very 
pleased with the public's response 
and are looking forward to next 
year's show. 

Other matters discussed by the 
commission included the follow- 
ing: 

***Awarded the bid for pipe to 
Choctaw of Memphis, TN., in the 
amount of $13,827.41. 

*** Approved the millege rates on 
the Advalorem Tax as follows: 7 
mils to the General Fund, 3.5 mils 
to the Road & Bridge Fund and 5 
mils to the Coffee County Schools. 
***County Engineer Pool told the 
commissioners that a set of regula- 
tions pertaining to the preparations 
of roads in sub-divisions should be 
adopted by the commission. The 
commissioners instructed Pool to 
check with surrounding counties on 
their policy in this matter and re- 
turn to the commission with his rec- 
ommendation. 

*** Agreed to allow Mrs, Suzanne

The Elba School Board meeting 
opened last Thursday with Keith 
Lewis addressing the board con- 
cerning complaints about the band 
program. 

More specifically he discussed 
concerns over the decision of band 
director Alan Armstrong to change 
the majorette line into a dance line. 

Lewis began his presentation by 
giving each Board member copies 
of petitions signed by citizens who 
wanted the traditional majorettes 
marching with the band.

Mr Lewis said he had personally 
had only four people refuse to sign 
the petition. “Two were teachers 
and didn't want to be involved and I 
understand,” Lewis said.

He continued with, “Two others 
had connections with the band and 
didn't want to be involved and we 
understand that also.” 

Mr. Lewis said he just wanted 
the board members to review the 
petitions and documentation he 
gave them disputing Mr. Arm- 
strong's reasons for making the 
change.

Board member Dr. Billy Farris 
noted the board doesn't get in- 
volved in telling the football coach 
who he should play nor the forma- 
tions he should use. “We shouldn't 
get involved with making such 
band decisions,” Farris said, “If we 
do, we don't need the superinten- 
dent and maybe not even a band di- 
rector.” Board members promised to 
review the information but urged 
the majorette parents present to at- 
tempt to work out the problem with 
the band director. 

The Board voted to spend $1700 
to put up a new fence on the base- 
ball field at Legion Field. The high 
school team plays all it's home 
games there and the field didn't 
meet regulations. The city will ad- 
sorb the cost of moving the light 
poles and redoing the field. 

Bobby Gulley was hired as a full 


time janitor for the high school. 

Five field trips were approved, 
including a trip to Westville, GA., 
two trips to the Dothan Civic Cen- 
ter to see plays in February and in 
April, a trip to’ Montgomery to 
view “Dinosaurs Alive” and a FHA 
trip to ESJC. 

The board reviewed copies of a 
letter received from a parent who 


wished to have a child bussed to 
Zion Chapel instead of the Elba 
school. The parent felt that they 
lived in the county and not in the 
city, therefore should be able to go 
to the county school. After discuss- 
ing the county-wide school district 
policy, the board instructed the Su- 
perintendent to answer the request. 

Foley recommended the family 
be told that the bus districts are set 
and the Elba school system will 
honor them. He said any other posi- 
tion by the school «ould destroy a 
system that is working well for all 
three school systems. He explained 
that students can still attend an al- 
temmate school but the busses can't 
pick up students outside a designat- 
ed district. 

The adminstration is looking at 
the possibility of using the Mulber- 
ry gym for a bus repair shop. Dor- 
sey Trailers has used it several 
years for special projects but no 
ionger needs the facility. The board 
agreed with the idea. 


Sanders found "guilty"

Elba W & E Board reviews audit 


It was business as usual for the 
Elba Water and Electric Board 
Monday evening. They paid the 
bills, reviewed the unpaid utility 
bills and heard a good report from 
the auditor. 

The group did approved the ex- 
tension of a six inch water line 
from the Kinston Highway to the 
site of the expansion of Kelly Pack- 
ing Company on Packing House 
Road. 

Dennis Coleman of the water de- 
partment told board members that it 
would take a pressure pump and a 
six inch main to furnish the water 
requested. This project will also in- 
clude fire plugs for any future 
building along the route. 

The Board accepted a proposal 
from the Alabama Municipal Insu- 
rance Corporation to issue all liabil- 
ity and damage repair insurance for 
the utility. This is in conjunction 
with the City of Elba. The cost of 
$74,312 for both the City and the 
utility will be split 50-50. It in- 
cludes insurance on all buildings, 
vehicles and other equipment, 
workman's comp and on liability. 
Elba has been self-insuring on the 
liability for several years because 
of high cost and at times unavaila- 
bility. 

Mr. Winston Brunson addressed 
the board members with a report on 
the annual audit. He noted the 
books were in good order and later 
added the utility had “exceptional 
control of income" with the system 
of collecting utility bills which has 
been used for several years. 

Brunson noted that assets of the 


utility were up and liabilities down. 
Revenue for the water department 
was up, as was that of the electric 
department. Salaries were up about 
$2,000 or less than 1/2%. Mainte- 
nance was down $10,000, and pur- 
chase of small tools was down 
about $2,000. 

Income for the utility showed an 
increase over last year, but as usual 
most was transferred to the City for 
normal operations of the city gov- 
ernment. 

A quick look at the bad debts list 


ping after 3-1/2 hours of delibera- 
tion, a mistrial was was declared. 

The district attorney's office will 
decide at a later date as to whether 
or not to retry Sanders on the kid- 
napping charge. 

Bruce Devane of the Coffee 
County District Attorny's Office 
sated that a life sentence will be 
sought becaue Sanders has several 
previous felony onvictions.

Sanders was returned to the Dale 
County Jail where he is being held 
until the sentencing date.
